DHS Releases National

The U. S. Department of Homeland
Security recently released the Na-
tional Response Framework (NRF),
successor to the National Response
Plan, which becomes effective on
March 22, 2008. The NRF focuses on
response and short-term recovery
and articulates the doctrine, princi-
ples and architecture by which our
nation prepares for and responds to
all-hazard disasters across all levels
of government and all sectors of com-
munities.

National Response
Framework

The NRF is responsive to repeated
federal, state, local and private sector
requests for a streamlined document
that is less bureaucratic and more
user-friendly. The NRF also focuses
on preparedness and encourages a
higher level of readiness across all jurisdictions.

The NREF is designed to:

e be scalable, flexible and adaptable;

e always in effect; and

¢ articulates clear roles/responsibilities among local, state, and federal officials.

“Operationally, the changes align federal responsibilities to the original Federal Re-
sponse Plan used several years ago,” said lowa Homeland Security and Emer-
gency Management Readiness and Response Bureau Chief Jerry Ostendorf. “Each
time the Federal Response Plan was activated, federal agencies successfully re-
sponded to the state’s needs because the plan clearly identifies the Command and
Control Structure. This is the most important part of the plan because it prevents or
minimizes federal agencies from self deploying outside of the local incident com-
mand structure.”

Upon finalization and publication of the NRF base document and the annexes, a
large focus will be to initiate an intensive nationwide training and exercise program
to embed the NRF into the nation’s preparedness and response cycle. Implemen-
tation of the NRF training and exercise strategy will include awareness training, po-
sition-specific training, exercises (tabletop and functional), and sustainment training.

DHS uses the application guidance to set strategic priorities. This year’s priorities include measuring pro-
gress against the National Preparedness Guidelines, strengthening preparedness planning, and
strengthening Improvised Explosive Device prevention, protection and recovery.

The deadline for submitting investment justifications for FYO8 Homeland Security Grant Program (HSGP)
funding is February 14.

HSEMD staff is currently analyzing the guidance and program allocation breakdown information for lowa
as it is received.

Federal Disaster Deadline Passes

Local officials and certain private nonprofit entities that provide essential government services had until
February 3 to apply for federal public assistance (PA) disaster grants. The grants will be used to help
communities in 30 counties pay for debris removal, emergency services and other eligible work necessi-
tated by the December 10-11, 2007, severe winter/ice storm.

Following the storm, lowa received a Presidential Disaster Declaration on January 4, 2008. The declara-
tion provides for PA program funding for the following 30 counties: Adair, Adams, Appanoose, Cedar,
Clarke, Clinton, Davis, Decatur, Fremont, lowa, Jefferson, Johnson, Jones, Keokuk, Linn, Lucas, Madi-
son, Mahaska, Marion, Monroe, Montgomery, Page, Ringgold, Taylor, Union, Van Buren, Wapello, War-
ren, Washington, and Wayne.

As of January 31, 248 state agencies, local governments and private nonprofits had submitted Requests
for Public Assistance. Preliminary damage estimates for eligible PA costs were set at $16.5 million. A
better damage estimate will be made in the next few weeks as projects and damages are more fully iden-
tified.

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Track Employee Debris Cleanup Hours

A new Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) Public Assistance Pilot Program allows FEMA to
reimburse base wages for permanent employees of a state or local government involved in or administer-
ing eligible debris removal. Previously, only overtime costs of these personnel were eligible.

This means state, county and municipal employees can perform debris cleanup associated with the De-
cember 10-11, 2007, storm during normal working hours. Local governments — applicants — can claim
those hours on a project worksheet.

To do this, the applicant signs a statement of participation in the pilot program. Language then is written
into the project worksheet affirming it. Information about the applicant’s base wages is included for this
category of work and is part of the official project worksheet file. The applicant should record the activities
that government employees are involved in (e.g. debris clearance, monitoring, etc.) and the volume of de-
bris cleared by government employees.

Under the cost-share program for the presidential disaster declared January 4, FEMA will pay 75 percent
of eligible costs. The state of lowa will reimburse 10 percent, leaving local applicants responsible for 15
percent.

The Public Assistance Pilot Program is authorized by the Department of Homeland Security Appropriations
Act, 2007. The pilot program will run through December 31, 2008.

Funding Available Under HMGP

The State of lowa will receive funding through the FEMA’s Hazard Mitigation Grant Program (HMGP) as
part of the Presidential Disaster Declaration for the December 10, 2007, ice storm. This is the fourth Presi-
dential Disaster Declaration for lowa in the past ten months that will provide funding under the HMGP.

Between the four HMIGP grants, there is an estimated $20 million of federal funds available to implement
mitigation measures. The majority of these funds are still available. The State is limited in the amount of
funding it is authorized under the HMGP for planning grants and for projects funded under the five percent
initiative (i.e. backup power generators and warning systems). The majority of funds available under plan-
ning and five percent initiative projects have been obligated, with many applications still pending review or
waiting for additional funding. The State will NOT consider new planning applications under this disaster
grant. The State will consider backup power generation for critical facilities under the five percent initiative.

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Lt. Governor Named FEMA Regional Council Co-Chair

Lt. Governor Patty Judge was recently named co-chair of the Federal Emergency Management Agency’s
Region 7 Advisory Council.

“As lowa’s Lt. Governor and Homeland Security Advisor, my top priority is protecting the safety of lo-
wans,” said Lt. Governor Judge. “It is an honor to be named co-chair of this important council, and | will
use this position to address some of the unique challenges we face in our region. Chief among those is
ensuring all-hazards preparedness and regional collaboration in times of disaster, as well as issues re-
lated to agro-terrorism and federal funding for homeland security and emergency management pro-
grams. But more importantly, | look forward to working with my colleagues from around the region to en-
sure that our state and our nation is as secure as possible.”

Lt. Governor Judge will join Nebraska Lt. Governor Bill Sheehy as co-chair, and will serve a one-year
term. Her duties will include presiding over the quarterly meetings of the 19 member Advisory Council,
and promoting greater cooperation between member states and the federal government.

FEMA Region 7 is composed of lowa, Kansas, Missouri, and Nebraska, and is designed to improve both
state and federal preparedness and emergency response.

Planning Cycle Enters Final Year

In 2003, the initial benchmark for the five-year planning cycle was outlined in the lowa Administrative
Code. All plans were to be submitted to HSEMD by October 5, 2003. A complete review and update of
the Part A Response Plan was to be done every five years. At the county level, the emergency man-
agement commissions could decide the five-year schedule for reviewing specific annexes.

We are now in the fifth and final year of this review cycle and according to lowa Administrative Code, by
September 30, 2008, all counties shall have reviewed and updated (as appropriate) their entire Part A—
Response Plan. Through our district/regional planners, HSEMD staff will be working with county coordi-
nators to ensure they have reviewed all annexes.

This also means that in 2009, we will begin a new planning cycle. HSEMD is transitioning the lowa
Emergency Response Plan (our Part A—Response Plan) from the annex format to the emergency sup-
port function (ESF) format. This is following the guidance set forth at the national level. Finalization of
the ESF structure for the state-level plan is still in progress; HSEMD'’s efforts have been hampered by
ongoing changes to the ESF structure at the federal level. HSEMD’s intention is to develop an annex-to
-ESF crosswalk for the counties to use in 2009, when we anticipate beginning the migration from an-
nexes to ESF’s at the County level.

In short, this is an extra year to work on reviewing and updating county plans as they currently exist.
Some counties have already begun the process of transitioning to ESFs, although there is no require-
ment to do so at this time. For those counties with plans already in the ESF format, HSEMD will work
with them to ensure they are compliant.
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HSEMD/Partners Exercise Radiological
Emergency Response Capabilities

On October 16-17, 2007, the Department of Homeland Security/Federal Emergency Management
Agency, Region VII, conducted an exercise to assess the capabilities of the states and local off-site
emergency preparedness organizations in implementing their emergency response plans and proce-
dures to protect the public during a radiological emergency involving the Fort Calhoun Nuclear Station.

The State Emergency Operations Center as well as the Harrison and Pottawattamie County Emergency
Operations Centers were activated with the two-day exercise. Over 100 exercise objectives were dem-
onstrated ranging from direction and control, implementation of protective actions, and emergency infor-
mation and instructions to the public and the media. This exercise included testing our ability to be able
to return citizens to an area previously evacuated, as well as the relocation of citizens outside the 10-
mile emergency planning zone and decisions on re-entry into a restricted zone in Shelby County.

The exercise report findings were very favorable for the exercise results and performance of all offsite
response organizations. Protecting the public health and safety is the full-time job of some of the exer-
cise participants and an additional assigned responsibility for others. Still others have willingly sought
this responsibility by volunteering to provide vital emergency services to their communities. A special
thank you to all exercise participants and volunteers.

The lowa Homeland Security and Emergency Management Division will participate in a number of nu-
clear power plant exercises and drills in 2008. The Quad Cities Nuclear Power Station will conduct a full-
scale return, re-entry, and relocation evaluated exercise on August 27 with a dress rehearsal on July

16. The Duane Arnold Energy Center will conduct a full-scale ingestion pathway evaluated exercise on
October 21-22 with a dress rehearsal on September 17-18. On November 6, the Fort Calhoun Nuclear
Station will conduct a non-evaluated exercise that will test the response to a hostile action emergency at
the nuclear power plant.

Analog Cellular Service Requirement Expires in February

Beginning February 18, 2008, cellular telephone companies will not be required to provide analog ser-
vice. Most wireless telephone users will not be affected by this transition because the wireless carriers
have had a five year transition period to notify all subscribers with an active service agreement to up-
grade from analog to digital phones.

Those who will be affected are the people who are carrying a “donated” phone for emergencies only
(phones that do not have an active service plan and are capable of dialing 9-1-1 only), as these phones
will no longer work.
